Privates William Lewis and Charles 
Conrad, of the Pennsylvania state po- 
lice force detail here, Chief of Police 
Milton V . Fugit!, of Gettysburg, anti 
Private Paul L. Stone, army recruit­ 
ing officer, swooped down on a Stan­ 
dard truck load 
of bolded one hun­ 
dred proof whiskey 
valued at $2280 
early this morning and seized it. 
A man giving 
his name 
as James 
O’Brien, of Philadelphia, and another 
as Harry Lenz, of Manchester, were 
arrested and are now in Lancaster to­ 
gether with John Shultz, former sol­ 
dier, 
of Gettysburg, 
driver of 
the 
truck. 
Thursday night 
while the majority 
of residents of Gettysburg were either 
in their homes or 
at one of the two 
local 
theaters, 
the 
state 
troopers, 
Chief Fugitt and Private 
Stone were 
spreading the net 
which 
eventually 
resulted in the capture of liquor that 
has 
been expected 
here for 
many 
weeks. 
On The Lookout 
Believing that a truck load of one 
hundred proof whiskey was going to 
enter Gettysburg from Frederick the 
four men maintained a vigilant watch 
and discovered late at night that their 
surmise was correct. 
A truck 
load 
had reached here, the officers were cer­ 
tain, but 
its exact location 
was un­ 
known. 
After running 
through alleys 
an I 
streets Chief Fugitt finally saw the 
truck in the alley between Chambers­ 
burg and W est Middle streets behind 
the garage of Herman Bream, local 
automob lh* dealer. 
It was the work 
of only a few minutes to summon the 
troopers and Private Stone who with 
Chief Fugitt crept hack into the alley. 
Nineteen Cases 
There, according to the account of 
the police, the truck had bein unload­ 
ed anti the nineteen cases stores!
